What the newspaper Hies of that day do not make clear was 
that, armed with the difference between high earnings and m od­ 
erate living costs, virtually all Americans had made up their 
minds what to do with the cash that seemed to be burning a hole 
in their pockets: "play the stock market." Almost everyone was 
speculating in stocks— they were all "in Wall street;” janitors, 
office boys, elevator operators* choir singers* school teacher*— 
the biggest speculation spree in history. 
Only one man in lh** country seems lo have been worried 
ovet the hu |e speculation on margin, and the extent to which 
competitive buying had forced security prices Higher and higher. 
That was Andrew W. Melton. U. S. Secretary of the Treasury. 
His was the on** p e s s im is tic note in the chorus of optimism 
that appealed in the ut w papers early in 1929. 
The day after New Years, news roundups from W ashington 
quoted "glowing promises for prosperity, 
and said that the 
nation had entered upon a high "plateau of living that seemed 
inconceivable" only a few years earlier. 
The warnings of Secretary Mellon were discounted on the 
basis that even if he turned out to be tight, and the stock market 
itself should stiff* r a set-hack, "no crash of far-reaching conse­ 
quence is anticipated." 
Throughout the spring, th r o u g h o u t the summer, and right up 
to th e ill fated October 24 when th e c r a s h came, the constant 
t h e m e , in substantially all newspapers, w a s that "prosperity will 
| c o n tin u e ." 
And then lh* bottom went out. 
What does .ill this prove) Nothing conclusive, perhaps. 
And yet, it this time when everyone knowa basic conditions 
are unhealthy, and when the spokesmen of the Trum an Adminis­ 
tration seek occasion almost daily to reassure (he nation that 
no serious crack-up could occur, it is interesting to remember that 
it was in the midst of exactly the same sort of ultra-pollyanntsh 
overoptim ism when the Rig Depression started. 
There seems to b • a superstition that a depression is the re­ 
sult, not of economic disbalances, but of an emotional let-down 
— fear, discouragement, and the anticipation of trouble to come. 
lf it ever was demonstrated that optimism and propaganda 
are not enough to ke< p a sick economy flourishing, it certainly 
was done in 1929. Nobody wanted the depression, hardly any­ 
one thought it was coming, optimism was operating in high gear 
— hut the crash happened, just the same.
